Financial remedies are now being dis- 
cussed. 
America, it is suggested, 


might eventually join in a general re- 
funding plan whereby

!>onds might really bear the endorse- 
ment of all the powers. That will not 
come indeed until the German indem- 
nity is reduced to a size that the asso- 
ciated powers think it'possible for 
Germany to pay.

It seems to 
us sometimes that the general public 
takes our work too match for granted, 
so much that it does not concern it- 
se'.f over much with its support, but 
we who a/e working in it every day 
reclize what it would be to Ports- 
mouth if the Bureau of Community 
Service should go out of existence. 


The misery, the shame, the broken 


home, the neglected girl, the ^sickly 
children are not very much in evi- 
dence now, because the Bureau takes 
thought for them, but they are here, 
aud they would be on your hands, if 
the Bureau were not'hcre. 


Mr. Orln Rickey, president of the
